$11,500,000 of new gold w as brought here by the Valencia orange. 
In 1930 alm ost $36,000,000 was the golden return for this fruit. 
T he sharp decline experienced not only in O range county, hut 
by the citrus industry as a w hole, w as due only in part to the 
decline in the purchasing power of consum ers of citrus fruits.

In terms of oranges per capita 
this represented an increase from 50.4 oranges per person to 


65.6 oranges per person. 
The nature o f the citrus industry is such that it is impossible 
for citrus grow ers, acting individually, to adjust citrus produc­ 
tion to declining demand and to cope with excessive surpluses. 
Citrus groves represent a large investm ent. 
The yielding ca 
pacity of trees increases for many years, and once they reach 
full yielding capacity, they live and bear to an old age. 
The present relation between com m ercial shipm ents of citrus 
products aud prices to farm ers is such that grow ers receive ma­ 
terially leas gross incom e from a large crop than they receive 
from a moderate or sm all crop. 
T his sam e relation is true of 
many other farm products. 
Citrus crops are subject to wide variations in yield from year 
to year and the product is perishable. 
If the number of trees 
were reduced to those needed to supply the market in average 
years, supplies would be excessive in years of high yield, aud in­ 
sufficient in years of low yield. 
It is therefore necessary to de­ 
velop some method of organizing the industry so as to control 
the volume shipped in each year, rather than to attempt to con­ 
trol directly acreage or tree numbers. 
L ikew ise it is desirable 
to control shipm ents so a h to produce reasonable incom e to grovv- 


f ers, rather than permit unchecked competition to drive the pur- 
' chasing power of citrus fruits down to the vanishing point in 
years of large supplies, 
If grow ers bring to m aturity all the young and non-bearing 
trees the present acreages would produce, in favorable years, a 
combined crop approaching too,coo,000 field-run boxes, or nearly 
60 per cent in excess o f production during the five years, 1924- 
28. 
Such crops, thrown on the market without regulation would 
Htill further destroy the purchasing power of the growers and dis­ 
rupt the econom ic organization o f the producing regions. 
Through forces not under their control citrus grow ers have 
found them selves in a position of supplying m ore fruit to the 
market than they did prior to the depression, but being able to 
purchase only about half as many products and service in ex ­ 
change for it. 
It is essential that all citrus areas and all parts 
of the industry participate in a program designed for the restora­ 
tion of the economic status o f the industry. 
O f course it has been recognized that California could not ac­ 
complish the ends desired if she organized her citrus fruit pro­ 
ducers and other states did not join in. Fortunately, under the 
Agricultural A djustm ent A ct, usually spoken of as the “A A A , 
an 


act of the federal governm ent, it w as possible to co-ordinate ail 
I of the orange producing states. 
Vs the result of efforts already worked out, there is a market­ 
ing agreem ent applying to oranges and grape-fruit 
in Florida. 
, T his w as signed by shippers handling 72 
per cent o f the fruit by 
1 volume. 
T his became effective last December. 
The California 
. and Arizona agreem ent of the sam e type represents SS per cent 
of the volum e in these states. 
The T exas agreem ent was signed 
bv .shippers representing 87 per cent. 
The California and A ri- 
I zona agreem ent went into effect the 14th 
of last December, and 
the Texas agreem ent tw o weeks later. 
Plans for co-ordinating these agreem ents so as to make a 
master plan for the w hole citrus industry will be presented at a 
conference in W ashington next month. 
W ith that plan effect­ 
iv e , the citrus industry will come under this united, amalgamated 
program , w hich will only need the co-operation of the uwuviduaJ 
grow ers tor shipments, consum ption and price to be practically 
determ ined by those w ho are them selves interested in the citrus

science and a social th ro ttlin g of 
research 
has, 
in 
m y 
judgm ent, 
lived 
too

iight of the cloister to see clearly 
in the broad daylight of hum an 
affairs. 
I set it down as of critical im ­ 
portance 
to 
the 
fu tu re 
of 
sci­ 
entific research, in the puhy® leal 
sciences no less than in the social 
sciences, 
th at 
scien tists 
should 
come together in a conscious and 
common effort so to 
plan, 
pro­ 
secute, 
and 
publish 
th eir 
re ­ 
searches that the scientific pro­ 
gress of the next q u a rte r century 
shall, as far as m ay he hum anly 
possible, stabilize and enrich life 
instead of producing fu rth e r and 
perhaps fatal social 
instability. 
This is, I adm it, asking scien­ 
tist® to assum e a new obligation. 
Traditionally, ecientists have been 
reluctant to assum e responsibility 
beyond 
the 
production 
of 
new 
knowledge. 
They have tended to 
lift aloofness to the d ig n ity of a 
virtue, assum ing, when th ey have 
not 
asserted, 
that 
scientific ob­ 


jectivity is im,possible a p a rt from 
social neutrality. 
They have too 
often 
built their laboratories on 
the sidelines of the social turm oil 
and sound-proofed th eir libraries 
against the cries of the street. 
In the interest of th eir own su r­ 
vival as well as from a sense of 
social obligation, the cu rren t sit­ 
uation dem ands that, aoide from 
those fundam ental researches deal­

mutters th a t

plication, oil research be planned, 
executed and interpreted by sci­ 
entists w ith a living 
sense and 
deliberate consideration of its im ­ 
m ediate 
and 
long 
tim e

upon the stru c tu re and functions 
of 
the 
society 
which 
conditions 
our lives and enterprise®. 
W hether 
they 
like 
it 
or 
not, 
scientists dare not longer assum e 
that the production of new know l­ 
edge is autom atically and alw ays 
good and th a t if a new discovery 
blights 
instead 
of 
blesses 
man 
kind 
the 
blam e rn inst 
re st upon 
predatory* business men and blun­ 
dering 
politicians, 
not 
upon sci­ 
entists. 
In

Resumption 
doubtless 
holds.

at least in a phase of stress and 
strain like this, does not think in 
centuries.
